Rules Briefly s ta te d 
W hen the law was passed, it in­ 
cluded widowed mothers with chil­ 
dren under sixteen years, deserted 
m others and mothers whose hus­ 
bands are insane, according to Mrs. 
Hanson. 
The law was afterw ard 
amended elim inating mothers whose 
husbands had deserted them, she 
said. 
To be eligible for assistance, 
mothers m ust have resided in P enn­ 
sylvania for two years and in the 
county one year. 
Mothers may not 
have more than $40 in bank nor 
own property valued at more than 
$1,500 to be eligible for assistance, 
the .speaker said. 
M others 
are 
not 
perm itted 
to 
work for others more than three 
full days a m onth while receiving 
aid, and each m ust give the local 
board a m onthly budget of expenses 
and income.

"There are mild cases of scar­ 
let fever in Gettysburg which are 
not being brought to the atten­ 
tion of the health or school au 
thorities." Dr. J. Moore Campbell, 
director of the bureau of com­ 
municable diseases, state depart

Gettysburg Times by telephone 
from his office in Harrisburg to­ 
day. 
“I am not ( barging that phy­ 
sicians in Gettysburg are not re­ 
porting scarlet fever cases to the 
health 
authorities,’’ 
he 
added. 
“but many parents apparently are 
unaware that their children are 
suffering from scarlet fever and 
are allowing them lo return to 
school before they are cured, thus 
causing the epidemic to spread.” 
Doctor 
Campbell 
spent 
several 
hours in Gettysburg Monday, be­ 
ing asked here by a local physician 
who heard reports that the chil­ 
dren now ill do not have scarlet 
fever. 
’ I visited th rn* children in G et­ 
tysburg and rn each case I confirm ­ 
ed the physician's diagnosis of scar­ 
let fever,” Doctor Campbell said. 
adding th at two of the cases were 
mild but nevertheless clear-cut cases 
of scarlet fever. 
Finds Unreported Cases 
According to Doctor Campbell, he 
also visited the absentees from two 
rooms in the High street building 
here, and 
found 
two unreported 
cases of scarlet fever among eight 
children visited. 
“You can say for the departm ent 
of health th a t rigorous prosecution 
will be made of parents who disre­ 
gard the quarantine laws by failing
